DEATH OF A CHRISTIAN LEPER, 

The -following comes. to hand from a 
correspondent at Fooohow :— : 

About two years ago (perhaps 2 longer 
tine).a man rather above middle age be- 
came interested in Christianity at Foochow. 
He hved at a amall village near tho sea- 
coast to the southeast of this place, not far 
from thé buundary between tho districts of 
Fooching and Hing Hua. He was a mati 
of very resprotable sppearauoe and bearing, 
and thougl: not properly speaking a literary 
man (for be was-or had been a merchant), 
he was a very intelligent, if not well edu- 
cated, man.: Ha made the acquaintance of 
several missionaries belonging to two. dif- 
ferent’ missions, -who were very favorably. 
impressed with his sincerity. After a time: 
he Was admitted. to baptism, and continued 
to appear well, and to.be very bappy in his 
Christian appearance, and bald and decided 
in his course. His relations and. friends 
were not pleased with his embrace of Chris- 
tianity. At one time when‘in a place near 
where he lived, there. wus considerable 
excitement in-regard’ to the presence and 
preaching. of a missionary, ho appeared 
very friendly, and during a certain night, 
he did mnch by his tact and activity to 
appease the disaffected pevple, aud: keep 
thern from gathering in 2 mob, . He some- 
times volunteered to address religious meet- 
ings, which'he did with good effect, and in. 
& manner which showed his intelligeuce and 
his ability -as. well as his sincerity a8 8 


After his baptism symptoins of leprosy 
‘manifested themselvey, and it operated a0 
much against hiwi that he was not received. 
into the number of assistant or. student 
helpers ; though ‘he greatly desired to be 
thus recived, signs of leprosy kept him 
from being a. preacher. Not long after- 
wards, the loathsome discago manifested 
itself on bis hands. aud faco in the usual 
manuer, though it would seem that “it .was 
kept in a great measure secrot ; at least so 
that it did not reach the ears of the leprous 
class of the population: | i : 

He refused to leave his home and go and 
reside with the lepers in | the place desig- 
nated for them. This cannot be wondered 
at ; for they aro-very filthy aud loathsome, 
It is not strange that a man of his educa- 
tion and connectiona should -be unwillin 
to live among thom, though it is’ the gene- 
Fal practice; and it’ is expected tliat lepers 
should separate themselves from home and 
frionds and live together, : 

This man became ‘sick last summer, and 
same to his death in the following manner, 
according to information which recently 
reached this place, and whicli seems reli- 
able :— : : ,

villego, his family friends feared he would |

DREADFUL: FIRE: AT BAYSWATER, 
‘ SEVEN PERSONS BURNT“TO DEATH. 

_A fire attended ath § lore of seven . lives 
occurred at three o'clock on the mornivg of 
Oct. L. ‘The scone of the disaster is. at 69, 
Moscow-road, a turning out ofthe Queen’s- 
road; ‘Bayswater, abutting on the walls of 
the: Afetropolitan Railway. Company, -by 
whom the whole of. the property: in that 
locality was purchased - before ‘constructing 
their. western. branchés. -The house. in 
question contained five rooms and « shop, 
and was rented by # very old tenant, named 
Tetheridge, who: being nearly. bedridden 
with rhoumatic gout, earned: a livelihood 
for his‘ wife aud five children by selling 
newspapers, sweets, toys, fireworks, and 
general stationery. -The front ‘and one of 
the back rooms of the house wero let of to: 
® poor- widow and her two ¢ons, and a

girl, gave a total’ of twelve inhabitants in 
all. TTortunately for her, the eldest dangh- 
ter of Mr Tetheridge was away from home, 
or she, in‘all probability, would have shared 
the fate of her younger brother and sisters, 
As it was, there were eleven persons in the 
house at the time of the fire, seven of whom 
were sacrified—-Mr Tetheridge, his wife, a 
child, and the servant girl:escaping unhurt, 
80 far as the fire waa concerned, but depriv- 
ed of their children and everything they 
posavssed in the shape of furniture, money, 
and clothing, The unfortunate women es- 
caped in their night dresses, and were after- 
warda clothed only by the benevolence * of 
thoneighbours, : No uxuse, as is usually the 
case, ia assigned for the origin of-the fire, 
for at half-past two everything was safe, 
and-at five minutes to three the house was 
in flames, and seven of the inmates des- 
troyed. .
